the rates of taxation on real estate." 


If (he uniform rule is not to be en- 


forced. Donahey believes a clapsificrf- 
tion scheme including; a real estate tax 
rate limited to 1 per cent outside mu- 
nicipalities and to 1 1-2 per cent in 
cities, should be put into operation. 
This scheme, he said, will 
protect 


homes and farms against high rates 
and compel enactment of an income 
tax.

publisher, is quoted in a 


cable dispute-h as predicting 
that 
book 
publication 
must 


cease unless the labor and pa- 
per cost of printing can be re- 
duced. Costs have gone up at 
least 300 per rent., and the 
price of paper hat, risen from 
twopence three farthings to 
nineteen pence. English news- 
paper publishers, like the book 
publishers, are more cramped 
for lack of paper than any in 
this country.
